The City of Hudeya Was Overwhelmed 
by the Earth That Came From the 
Mountains—Ranchmen and Indians 
Kill Each Other in Mexico—Other 
News of Foreign Lands. 


Constantinople, 
Sept. 
25—The 
town of Hudeya in the province of 
Yeman has been overwhelmed by a 
landslide from 
the mountain 
and 
hundreds were killed. 
Hermosiiio, Mer., Sept. 25—A des­ 
perate battle was fought yesterday 
hetween ranchmen and Yaquai In­ 
dians in the mountains south of this 
place. 
Five Indians were killed and 
several wounded, while three ranch­ 
men were killed and five wounded. 
London, Sept. 25.—It is announced 
that, with the sanction of the Czar, a 
Russian bank, with large capital will 
be open for business soon at Pekin, with 
a branch at Shanghai. 
Some of the 
most prominent 
financiers and mer­ 
chants in Russia are interested in the 
scheme, which has been secretly can­ 
vassed. The charter has just been is­ 
sued. 
The enterprise is regarded as 
another indication of Russia’s determi­ 
nation to wrest the commercial as well 
as the political supremacy in the far 
East from England. 
Trading emissa­ 
ries of Russia have freely assisted the 
government of China with money, and 
have already penetrated the interior of 
China, where they are supplanting the 
British. 
An article which appears in 
the Globe indicates the 
alarm with 
which the English view the situation. 
This article says: 
“Russia will unquestionably extort 
from China the right of way through 
Manchuria for the trans-Siberian Rail­ 
way. A struggle for supremacy in Asia 
is upon us. If British influence does not 
go under altogether we must bear our 
part in the old masterful, English spirit 
without delay. Thanks to our good re­ 
lations with Japan, we ought to be able 
to work that power to our advantage 
politically and comercially.”

Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 25.—At 12:25 
o’clock yesterday Chairman Hinckley 
of the state committee called the state 
Democratic convention to order, and the

peace and unity. 
Perry 
Belmont was made 
temporary chair­ 
man. 
Contrary to expectations, when 
the New York district was reached in 
the call of delegates there was no pub­ 
lic notice of a contest until the clerk 
had read the entire Tammany delega­ 
tion. During the reading the Tammany 
men looked at each other as if amazed 
at the lack of contest, but the amaze­ 
ment was ended when just as the clerk 
started Niagara ex-Secretary Charles 
Fairchild arose and said: “I present the 
contest for thirty-five seats held by the 
New York delegation just read.’’ 
There was a burst of applause that 
lasted for some minutes and then the 
chairman said: “Referred to the com­ 
mittee on contested seats when appoint­ 
ed.” At 1:50 the convention adjourned 
until IO o’clock this morning. 
The committee on credentials at a 
late hour adopted a resolution by a voce 
of 32 to 7 making the representation 
four-fifths of a vote for Tammany hall 
and one-fifth for the state Democracy. 
The 
resolution adopted declares 
the 
Tammany hall organization regular and 
entitled to seats in the convention and 
entitled to recognition at all future con- 
ventios as regular. 
The following is an outline of the 
platform so far as adopted by the com­ 
mittee last night: 
We affirm that self-government and 
home rule in cities involves local op­ 
tion in excise and other regulations 
which require local public sentiment 
for their fair enforcement. To the 
liquor business, as to 
many 
lawful 
businesses, are applicable considera­ 
tions of public safety, order and quiet. 
We recognize, therefore, the necessity 
and the right of proper regulations for 
Sundays 
and 
other 
holidays, upon 
which general business is 
suspended 
and large numbers of people, especially 
women and children, are passing in the 
streets. 
W hat special restrictions of 
this character are needful for each of 
the various and widely differing com­ 
munities of this state should be left 
to its citizens to determine. 
‘We favor a sound currency and a 
safe banking system, which can 
be 
based only on a single standard of value 
—the standard of the civilized world. 
We oppose the free coinage of 60 cents’ 
worth of silver into a dollar. 
‘The government should go out of the 
banking business and should limit it­ 
self to safeguarding banking methods 
which will extend throughout the coun­ 
try the money advantages of the cities. 
The legal-tender notes, born of 
the 
necessities of a struggle for national ex­ 
istence, should be withdrawn. 
Their 
presence in the currency is a menace 
to the steadiness of business and pre­ 
vents the due use of silver dollars al­ 
ready coined. 
“We commend our democratic presi­ 
dent for his wise steps to restore the 
public credit and to maintain the na­ 
tional honor, for his pioneer work in 
tariff reform, for his steady improve­ 
ment of civil service, for his firm stand 
in the maintenance of law and order 
when the public peace was in danger, 
and for the dignified policy which has 
secured American rights abroad with­ 
out yielding to clamor raised by selfish 
adventurers for embroilment in foreign 
relations.”

In the wishes of the 
speaker the day would not be far dis­ 
tant when an Irish republic, bas^d on 
the lines of the greatest republic on 
earth, would be established, to which 
end this convention would lend invalu­ 
able aid if its work were fittingly and 
properly done. 
John F. Finerty, acting chairman of 
the convention, was then introduced by 
the chairman of the executive commit 
tee. Mr. Finerty rapped for order and 
called upon Secretary Sutton to read the 
official call for the convention. At the 
outset the question of a shorthand re­ 
port was raised by a delegate from New 
York, but as no preparation for such an 
expense had been made it was decided 
that the minutes of the meeting should 
be left to the secretary.

Hints About Fitting a W aist — Cut the 
Lining First. 
In making a bodice tho lining should be 
cut first. 
Unless the pattern is one cut to 
the individual measure, and so certain to 
bo right and necessitate no alteration to 
gpcak of when the garment is fitted, it is 
best to first try it by cutting a bodice out 
of firm lining goods, not that to be used 
in the corsage itself, and by basting and 
fitting this trial bodice ascertain just what 
changes are necessary. This saves tho risk 
of making mistakes iii cutting the dress 
lining and goods. 
However much tho bodice is to bo 
draped or gathered, it should always be 
made over a plain, close fitting lining, in

order that it may be properly held on the 
figure and retained in shape. The similar 
pieces of the two sides should be cut out 
together by laying the pattern on a double 
thickness of the material. 
This insures 
their being exactly alike. It is a difference 
in shape between the pieces of tho two 
sides that ought to be alike that makes tho 
seams appear crooked and the bodice twist­ 
ed, and no amount of fitting nor alteration 
can rectify this trouble if the bodice is 
once cut wrong. 
The darts should never be carried up 
over the curve of tho bust, as in that case 
they defeat their own purpose and produce 
a fullness over the chest where it is not 
needed and a tightness across tho swell of 
the figure where tho fullness was meant 
to be. This is not only unsightly in itself, 
blit flattens the form most uncomfortably 
and ungracefully. At the top the darts 
m ust be tapered off to nothing without 
leaving a little fold at the end of tho 
stitching. 
The fuller tho bust tho larger 
the darts must be, but large darts must 
not be cut for a slender figure, as they will 
give a baggy effect at the top. 
The picture shows a street costume of 
cress green crepon. The godet skirt opens 
on each side over a tapering panel of black 
satin embroidered with beads and span­ 
gles.

The cargo of the W illiams consisted 
of 570 tons of iron ore from this port 
consigned to a Toledo furnace. 
The 
W illiams was in tow of the steamer 
Santa Maria, and both boats left at 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The sea was running heavily from 
the south on 
Green 
bay, 
and 
the 
schooner, laden deep in 
the 
water, 
made bad work of the head sea. The 
Santa Maria headed from the Poverty 
passage into Lake Michigan, and up to 
9 o’clock that night 
the 
schooner’s 
lights could be seen by the crew of the 
Santa Maria. 
Shortly after that time the tow line 
parted and the "Williams disappeared 
from sight. The Santa Maria cruised 
around for some time trying to find the 
Williams, but it was not until daylight 
th at her mast was discovered sticking 
out of the water under St. M artin’s is­ 
land. No trace of the crew could be 
seen. The Santa Maria returned here 
and Captain E. E. Rathburn reported 
the wreck. 
The W illiams was built in 1S73, and 
rated 293 gross tons. She was owned 
by W. L. Fay of Elyria, O., and was 
probably without insurance.
